May 20.—Advices re­ 
ceived at the Japanese legation from 
Tokio confirm the account of the sink­ 
ing of the cruiser Y'oshonio and the 
battleship H atsuze and state that after 
the Hatsuze had been struck by Rus­ 
sian mechanical mines, a Russian flo- 
t. la of sixteen torpedo boats and de­ 
stroyers appeared, but were repulsed 
by the Japanese cruisers, which saved 
SoO of the H atsuze’s crew, Including 
Admial M ashiba and Captain Nak&o. 


St. Petersuurg, May 20.—The Rus­ 
sian cruiser Bogatyr grounded during 
a fog on the rocks near the entrance to 
Vladivostok. 
Her position is critical. 
The crew was saved. 


St. Petersburg, May 20.—The loss of 
at least two Japanese warships is offi­ 
cially confirmed. 
A message dated at 
Port A rthur received by carrier pigeon 
at Mukden, was transm itted to the 
em peror early yesterday mcrning, say­ 
ing that two Japanese warships had 
been lost off that port. 
The message 
followed the em peror to Koursk, and 
no one here knew its contents until 
late Last night, when foreign telegram s 
brought full details of the Japanese 
loss 
Early in the afternoon reports of the 
sinking of the Skikishlm a and the Fuji 
on the authority of Ruaaian refugees 
from Dalny began to circulate and 
aroused 
the 
most 
intense interest 
W hen later confirmation came of the 
sinking of at least two Japanese war­ 
ships. the greatest enthusiasm was 
m anifested.

Bedford, Ind., May 20.—The state is 
•ontinulng Its efforts in the Jam es Mc­ 
Donald m urder trial to show' the man­ 
ner and cause of death of Sarah C. 
8cbafer. 
It will probably get its evi­ 
dence before the Jury by tonight. It is 
apparent that the case will not be sub­ 
mitted to the Jury before some time 
next week. 
Though the state has not yet got 
along In its evidence to the point of 
connecting Jam es McDonald with the 
murder of Sarah Schafer, it establish­ 
ed in the minds of many spectators 
in the courtroom the motive of the at­ 
tack. 
Many, not aware of the condi­ 
tion of her body when found, have held 
that the m urder was committed by a 
Jealous, Jilted or revengeful lover, by 
someone who bore a grudge, or was 
for the purpose of sealing her Hips be­ 
cause of a secret, or for robbery. 
Af­ 
ter hearing the testim ony, many spec­ 
tators abandoned these theories and 
accepted the one that her death was 
the result of the attack of a man of 
the lowest type. 
The Bedford physicians who « in ­ 
ducted the exam ination of the body 
and made the autopsy on the morning 
the body was found, followed wit­ 
nesses who described the finding of 
the body with assertions that her as­ 
sailant had not accomplished his pur­ 
pose. 
When found she had been dead 
eight hours or more. 
In her clinched 
right hand they 
found three hairs 
Two of them were dark and fine and s 
three or four Inches long—hairs taken 
from a head. 
The other was of a 
“sandy” or reddish brow’n color, and 
all three physicians testified th a t it , 
evidently was a m ustache hair. 
As 
this testim ony was given the eyes of 
all In the courtroom rested on McDon- J 
aid and his sandy m ustache and dark 
brown hair. 
McDonald’s attorneys in their cross- i 
examination brought out the point that 
there were no m arks on 
itself Indicating th at a wanton attack 
had been attem pted. 
Policeman My­ 
ers, who was called to the scene of the 
m urder when the body was found, tes­ 
tified that her stockings and undergar­ 
ments had the appearance that she had 
been dragged around on her kneees. 
He found an undergarm ent that had 
been torn from her lying beyond her 
feet. 
The bloody and mud-caked clothing 
of Sarah Schafer was introduced as 
evidence 
while 
Mayor 
J, 
Hickson 
Smith, who has had charge of it since 
the murder, was on the stand. 
It was 
brought into the courtroom in the dry­ 
goods box in which it was nailed up 
after the coroner’s investigation.

am ination. took out the pieces of wear­ 
ing apparel one at a time, and Smith 
identified them as being found with 
Miss Schafer’s body.

We maintain an institution for 
the feeble minded at Fort Wayne, 
where about 1,000 imbeciles are cared 
for. 
There are between 5,000 and 
6.000 in the state to whom the light of 
reason has been denied. Pauperism, 
crime, murder, arson are not decreas­ 
ing very rapidly. Prior to 1885 there 
were fewer than 5,000 murders in the 
United States; in the year 1903 there 
were about 9,000 murders. 
Murder 
is not decreasing very fast. At the 
last election there were 11,000 paupers 
who voted, persons who had received 
aid from the township trustees. 
In 
some counties the reports show that 
one out of every forty eight receive 
aid from the public treasury. Pauper­ 
ism is not decreasing very fast. 
In 
the thirty-four ye»»rs from 1867 to 1901 
in Canada there were just 69 divorces: 
in the United States in the same time 
the»*e were 700,000. 
With twelve times 
the population, we have 10,000 divorces 
here to one there. It is the duty of 
the church, the Sunday school, the 
home, the press, the public school to 
do their utmost to overcome these 
disintegrating forces. 
Among these 
none is more potent than the public 
schools. 
They have control of the 
boys and girls for five or six hours 
per day for five days in the week at 
the plastic age between six and four* 
teen years. Theirs is a great oppor* 
tjDity to mold the life. 
They must 
consecrate themselves anew to the 
vfork of building up character. 
What the world needs is decency, 
manliness, womanliness. 
A child 
does not become moral or ethical by 
having a mere knowledge of right and 
wrong.

In the ancient world the individual 
counted for but little. The individual 
existed for the state and the state was 
largely engaged in war. The individ­ 
ual was a mere atom. In the modern 
world, due largely to the permeating 
influence of 
Christianity, 
the one 
thing of worth is the individual. The 
modern idea says that every child is a 
child of God, and the modern state 
educates the individual because of his 
1 own dignity, essential nobility and 
worth. 
Second, the state’s own security and 
to the work of the class. Up to this 
time their work has been together. 
Now different paths will be followed. 
After music, Attorney Thomas E. 
Honan in a neat speech introduced 
President W. W. Parsons, of the stete 
normal school who spoke on the sub­ 
ject “The School and the State.” 
By the School is meant the public 
schools, rural, ungraded, graded and 
high schools, and 
incidentally the 
higher institutions of learning,—-In­ 
diana and her great system of publie 
institutions. At no time in the past 
has public interest in popular educa­ 
tion been so general, so inteut, so 
deep as now 
Theconvictiun has tak­ 
en root that mankind must be educated 
in order to accomplish the highest in 
life. Every child is a child of God 


advancement in 
higher interests is 
through the development of the indi­ 
vidual. 
In Indiana there are over 
30,000 illiterate voters, men who can 
not read the ballot they cast, yet this 
state averages well among her sister 
states in the matters of education. 
With two or three exceptions in the 
last forty years no political party has 
carried the state by a majority equal 
to the illiterate vote of the state. This 
means that the balance of power is in 
the hands of those who cannot read 
and write. When a man is educated 
he becomes an independent, untram­ 
meled thinker and doer, not a part of 
a mob. Education must disintegrate 
the mob. The state must permeate the 
mob with education. 
Illiteracy is not the worst evil with 
*1?« 


much it means to the individual and 
to society to be prompt 
To be where 
one ought to be, and to do what one 
ought at the time it thould be done 
is a great excellence. 
Attention! 
With our mental powers scattered over 
a large field, little is accomplished. 
But when the will directs the attention, 
all difficulties give way. 
The most 
universal weakness is a weakness of 
will. 
We suffer in Indiana from dis­ 
obedience to law. The average Amer­ 
ican boy needs training in obedience, 
—obedience to*law and rightful author­ 
ity. The schools must train the child 
in these virtues which should be in­ 
grained into the character of every 
boy and girl coming under their in­ 
fluence 
2. Another class of habits is one in 
which the moral quality is more dis­ 
tinct,—truthfulness, honesty, patriot­ 
ism, politeness. 
Truthfulness,—the 
ability to know* the reality, to think 
the thing as it is or was, and to restate 
it with scrupulous fidelity to the facts. 
It it is so easy to lie, to understate, 
to overstate, to positively misrejre 
sent, to lie. 
Shakespeare understood 
this trait of human character when he 
wanted to show how easy something 
was and said it is as easy as lying. 
Politeness has a virtue, a moral excel­ 
lence. 
There should be a general 
healthful respect for the feelings of 
others. 
Politeness sees in another 
the Ideal person, and is worth more 
in practical human life than to know 
intricacies of cube root of the subjunc­ 
tive mood. 
The schools have the 
great opportunity to teach politeness. 
3. Another class -of virtues to be 
taught is the religious virtues. 
Shall 
the schools give religious training? 
No, if by religious training is meant 
dogmatism 
or 
sectarianism. 
The 
schools should not teach the peculiar 
tenets of any denomination or sect. 
But the schools should teach the great 
essential trinity of celestial virtues, 
faith, hope and charity. This is the 
schools’ duty and highest privilege. 
The desideratum of the hour is the 
teaching of this great b<tdy of funda­ 
mental non-sectarian, religious truth. 
It is basic and fundamental. Nothing 
can go so far in the character of the 
child as fundamental religious truth. 
Faith is not the ability to believe 
things we wish to believe. It carries 
one from the moral order to the higher 
order beyond. Faith is the ability to 
see and know things. Faith means to 
be on tha mountain tops without the 
laborious task of climbing. 
Faith 
sees, hope will see, and charity en­ 
thrones. 
What shall the schools do to justify 
their cost? They must give back to 
society a generation of manly men and 
womanly women, men 
with sound 
bodies, big brains, warm hearts, reso­ 
lute wills, clear faith. 
Then will our 
economic 
problems 
be 
well nigh 
solved. 
The address was one of best ever 
delivered at a commencement accasion 
in Seymour, and was thoroughly en­ 
joyed by all who beard it.
